He says that there was no at- 
tempt to intimidate the officers who went 
for the accused men; neither were there 
any efforts to hold witnesses who might 
have been of use in the trials of the 
cases against Heath and Adams. 

When it came to the knowledge of 
Judge Driver that Heath and Adams 
were wanted he sent for them and had 
them meet him and the marshals of the 
United States court at Lafavette and 
made the of@icers of the law no trouble. 
So far the judge could learn there 
were no threats against Deputy Mursha! 
Gibson by friends of the two men ac- 
| cused, though the officer might have 
|heard that there were. When he asked 
Gibson who told him that he had better 
not try to arrest these meN® he said he 
did not have tany direct information, but 
heard jt in a genenal way. 

Story of Arrests. 

The story of the arrest of 
the witnesses In the case against Heath 
and Adams is about this way. Last Fri- 
day a negro, Tom Hightower, inde an 
assault on Mr. Heath with an ax and 
ran to the house of a white man near by. 
There he was jajned by others and it 
came to the ears of Judge’ Driver that 
they were harboring Hightower, who had 
been guilty of a crime. The warrants 
were then issued and the negro and 
several white men were arrested. High- 
tower and Jim Robertson were wanted by 
the government. When the arrests were 
made it was not known that either of 
them were wanted; neither did the judg 
know that Heath and Adams were 
sought. 

Judge Driver was coming from La- 
fayette to @pelika and heard that tne 
marshal had said that he could not take 
Heath and gdams and had wited forga 
posse which was at Opelika. When he 
got to the latter place he found the 
posse, ‘with Marshal Lee J. Bryan in 
charge.

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Forestry’s Debt to Dr. Herty. 

To Dr. Charles H. Herty, formerly 
a member of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, but now connected 
with the national bureau of forestry, 
is due the credit of radical improve- 
ments over the old method of tur- 
pentine collecting which have made 
great headway in a remarkably short 
time. Practically only three years 
old, Dr. Herty’s innovation has al- 
ready grown vastly in favor with the 
turpentine trade, with the promise 
of rapidly increasing its popularity 
and usefulness. 

The old method of turpentine col- 
lection largely impaired the further 
utility of the tree and exposed it to 
the ravages of both fire and storm. 
The cup and gutter system devised 
by Dr. Herty, which has been fully 
described by The Constitution, has 
not only reduced these disadvantages 
to a mimimum, but insured a decided 
increase in the quantity and quality 
of the product. Recent experiments 
made with improved patterns of the 
invention demonstrated that trees 
subjected to that process yielded as 
much as 30 per cent more product 
than the boxed trees. 

A circular recently issued by the 
bureau of forestry, citing these and 
many other interesting facts about 
the new system, contains an interest- 
ing statement from its_ originator. 
Convincing evidence of the value of 
the invention is given in the follow- 
ing extract from Dr. Herty’s state- 
ment: 

In addition to the increased returns 
from the use of cups, the naval stores in- 
dustry has been benefited in two othe 
lines by the development of the cup sy: 


tem. In many cases timber-owners have 
made decided concessions in their leases 


be used and no boxes cut. In other in- 
stances large tracts of timber have been 
prought under turpentine operation by the 
cup system, though their owners have 
persistently refused to lease them for 
box-cutting. 

The rapid rise in the value of turpentine 
timber within the past few years has con- 
tributed largely to its more conservative 
treatment. A thing of little .value in 
the past, it has received only a small 
amount of care. Ite rapid enhancement 
in value and the strong probability of a 
still further increase gives the turpentine 
operator every reason to treat his timber 
carefully. sxc ormerly it was an easy mat- 
ter for an operator to work hastily 
through a place, then move a short dis- 
tance and develop a new place on timber 
just as inexpensive as that on which h:; 
had been working. But now the operator 
knows that when his present location ig 
exhausted he {is certain to experience dif- 
ficulty in finding a new location, and 
equally certain that a largely-increased 
price must be paid for it. This natural 
operation of the law of supply and de- 
mand if rapidly bringing serious and 
earnest thought to the question of how 
best to preserve the present holdings. The 
cup and gutter system, with its great 
economies, is doling much to solve the 
problem.

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A Vain Search.

For a good many years the different 
European countries—Germany and 
France and Italy, as well as Great 
Britain—have been experimenting 
with cotton growing in their different 
African and Asiatic colonies, but so 
far with very small success. The re- 
ports made to the governments, or to 
commercial bodies under whose au- 
spices the experimenting has been 
done, have been anything but roseate. 
It is true that spots have been found 
where cotton can be grown; but in 
all such cases up to date the obstacles 
presenting themselves are of a nature 
to preclude, apparently, the _ possi- 
bility of production upon anything 
like a commercial scale. 

There is, therefore, nothing in the 
experiments so far to give rise to a 
fear that the southern states are in 
any danger of losing the practical mo- 
nopoly they now enjoy in cotton pro- 
duction. We do not grow all of the 
cotton used in the world, and never 
have; but we grow so large a propor- 
tion of the world’s crop as to hold 
practical control of the supply. And 
there is every good reason to believe 
we will continue to exercise that con-

trol, especially if the cotton growers 
adopt every possible device to make 
their crop as cheaply as possible, and, 
what is most important, if the meth- 
ods of handling the cotton after it has 
been picked are improved. This will 
mean not. only greater immediate 
profits to the growers, but will serve 
as the best possible fortification 
against the possibility of future com- 
petition. 

The reports of the efforts of Brit- 
ish and European manufacturers to 
develop other sources of supply are 
chiefly valuable in showing the con- 
stantly increasing world demand for 
the fleecy staple. It is this in which 
the southern cotton grower has the 
greatest interest. All the world needs 
the precious product of the southern 
fields—needs not only the present 
total production, but more. This fact 
insures good prices, not only in the 
immediate present, but for the future. 
There is, therefore, absolutely noth- 
ing in the reports from abroad to cast 
a shadow upon the outlook for the 
future,

An Important Magazine Change. 

The announcement that Leslie’s Month- 
ly is to adopt the new title of American 
{llustrated Magazine in conformity with 
its modern editorial character, calls to 
mind the vigorous personality of its 
founder. Frank Leslie, whose real mame 
was Henry Carter, may fairly be called 
the founder of illustrated journalism in 
this country. He was an Englishman by 
birth, the son of a manufacturing haber- 
dasher of a straight lace type. Old Cur- 
ter’s business notions did not jibe with 
the idea of a son of his trifling away 
his time drawing pictures, so when young 
Henry’s. first sketches were published 
in- The London Punch they were signed 
by the pseudonym, Frank Leslie. 

When the young artist broke loose alto- 
gether from business and came to Ameri- 
ca, he engaged in illustrated journalism 
under his new name. After a yeur’s strug- 
gle success began to come and it was 
not many years before he had a full 
dozen money making publications, all 
bearing his name, which rapidly became 
synonymous with illustrated popular 
journalism. Illustrations he absolutely 
insisted upon and never in his career 
published a magazine that was not filled 
with pictures such as the great mass of 
people might appreciate. 

The war completed Leslie’s fortune. 
His jllustrated newspaper had immense 
vogue and he had no less than twelve 
eorrespondents and artists at the front. 
The only means of reproduction in those 
days was from wood and to expedite

IN Tht SENATE 


Steed Wants the Constitution 
Amended fo Change Meetings, 


The Bfll in Reference To Handling 
Freight on Sunday Causes Lively 
Debate in the Senate—Other 
Measures of Importance 
Presented Yesterday. 


Senator Steed introduced in The sen- 


ate yesterday his measure providmg for 
a constitutional amendment to the effect 
that the general assembly of the state 
of Georgia shall hold biennial instead 
of annual sessions. 

Senator Steed’s measure provides also 
thaf the sessions shall continue for sev- 
enty-five instead of fifty days, as the 
present law provides. 

The difference between Senator Steed’s 
bill and the measure introduced in the 
house providing for biennial sesions is 
that his calls for a constitutional amend- 
ment, while the other bill only provides 
for a_ statutory amendment. Senator 
Steed says the constitution fixes the 
time of meeting of the general assem- 
bly, and if this time is changed the fun- 
damental law of the state must be 
amended. 

Speaking of the bill, at the close of 
the session yesterday, Senacor Steed 
said that .f the measure passes the gen- 
eral assembly and goes before the peo- 
ple for ratification that he has not the 
shadow of a doubt that they will strong- 
ly and overwhelmingly indorge it, as he 
believes the public sentiment of the state 
favors the proposition to meet.every two 
years instead of every year. 

Sunday Freight Trains. 

What came near being a lively dis- 
cussion was precipitated in the senate 
yesterday when the committee on rail- 
roads reported favorably on Senator 
Hand's bill relating to the handling of 
perishable freight by the railroads. 

The bill was reported by substitute 
and provides that railroads be permit- 
ted to make up a sufficient train to 
justify their moving on Sunday when 
they have perishable freight to handle, 
and that not more than one train on 
Sunday shall be handled on each line. 
The bill further provides that the rail- 
roads shall be required to take up per- 
ishable freight along stations en route

Upon the reading of the bal ¢ 
third time Senator Candler Mare 
objected to the provision permitting the 
carrying of any other than perishable 
freight, saying that it meant the break- 
ing down of the established laws against 
the moving of freight trains on the Sab- 
bath day.

L. Bass, of Ashburn, Worth county, 
were presented as witnesses from the 
territory to be affected in the counties 
named. Each of these men had circu- 
lated petitions in their respective sec- 
tions, and each testified that the white 
citizens of the territory to be affected 
were practically unanimous in favor of the 
establishment of ‘‘Turner’’ county. Every- 
body Hving in Turner county wanted it 
créated, they. said. 

Secretary W. A. Hawkins, of the ‘lur- 
ner county organization, who lives at 
Ashburn, made a statement relative to 
the various statistical features. He has 
done some hard work in behalf #&® Turner. 
The proposed new county would have an 
area of 357% square miles, population of 
13,000 and taxable property of more than 
$1,300,000. 

Opposition from Irwin. 

Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, represent- 
ing Irwin county, opened the opposition 
to Turner county in behalf of hig client. 
The people of Irwin were opposed to 
giving up this valuable section of their 
territory. He called Judge Clements, of 
Irwin county, as a _ witness. Judge 
Clements said he had seen at least 75 
white citizens of the portion of Irwin to 
be affected, all of whom were opposed to 
Turner county. 

Thomas Y. Fletcher, of Irwin, temtified 
along the same lines. He had circulated 
a petition against Turner county in the 
section in question, and none of those 
approached refused fo sign it. Only those 
ilving near Ashburn wanted to go into 
the new county, he said. 

W. J. Clements, of Irwin county, was 
introduced by Judge Atkinson, and said 
the sentiment Of the people in his sec- 
tion was in favor of remaining In the 
ola county of Irwin. The change of 
sentiment was due to the fact that they 
did not want the expense of building the 
court house and jail. 

Wilcox Also Objects. 

B. H. Bankston, of Abbeville, and D. B. 
Nicholson, an attorney of Rochelle, made 
statements in behalf of Wilcox county 
in opposition to taking any territory 
from Wilcox for Turner county. ‘hey 
stated the people were opposed to the 
movement, and, moreover, Wilcox had a 
bonded debt of $40,000, and there was no 
provision made for the people seeking to 
leave the county paying their share of 
this debt. 

Judge U. V. Whipple and Mr. Bivins. 
of Cordele, presented the Opposition of 
fhat sectfon of Dooly which wants to be 
Crisp to the creation of Turner. Judge 
Whipple said he was not opposing any 
new county plan, but, go far as the 
territory of Dooly was concerned, he 
said Crisp county should be given tirst 
consideration. 

Senator D. A. R. Crum, of the thir- 
teenth who lives in Cordele, and who is 
opposing “Crisp’’ county, made a briet 
statement, in which he said Dooly was 
willing to give up the small piece of ter- 
ritory that would be asked for Turner 
county. 

Worth County’s Attitude. 

Representative Alford, of Worth county, 
spoke in opposition to the amount of 
territory wanted by Turner county, T'wce- 
thirds of the people of Worth, he de- 
clared, were opposed to the taking of 
their territory for the creation of new 
counties, 

J. H. Tipton, of Sylvester, chairman of 
Worth's county commissioners, said he 
came not to fight any of the new county 
movements, as they wanted all of the

“Atkinson” County. 

A bill will be introduced in the general 
assembly in the next day or two provid- 
ing for the creation of ‘Atkinson’ coun- 
ty from parts of the counties of Pierce, 
Ware and Appling. The new county will 
have a strong backing, it is said, among 
those flavoring it befng Hon. John W. 
Bennett, of Waycross, solicitor general of 
the Brunswick circuit. 

“We propose to create a new county 
from one of the richest sections of the 
State,’’ said Mr. Bennett, who was in the 
city yesterday, ‘and to name it in honor 
Of the late Governor W. Y. Atkinson, 
who was highly esteemed and beloved by 
the people of our section. If created, as 
we hope it will be, ‘Atkinson’ county 
will have an «area greater than meny of 
the counties now In the state,. It will 
havé a population of more than 8,000 and 
its taxable property will amount to con- 
siderably more than $1!,000,000.’’ 

Mr. Bennett, who is one of the trus- 
tees of the State university, came up to 
Atlanta on university business, and was 
with the trustees when they appeared be- 
fore the house and sanate appropriations 
committees, to present. the claims of that 
institution. 


The County of ‘‘Kell.”

road from Glenville to Liberty City, 
then running in a straight line to the A]- 
tamtaha river at Yankee Reach, thence 
up the Agtamaha river to the mouth of 
the Ohoope¢, thence up the Ohoopee to 
the starting point.
